You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Surry 
on Tuesday the sixth (6) day of March next, at 7:30 p.m. in the after- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 
2. To hear the reports of the town officers. 


3. To see if the Town will authorize the Board of Selectmen and 
Treasurer to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to accept Trust Funds that may 
have been received by the Town during the past year. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to accept the Budget as presented 
by the Budget Committee and raise and appropriate money for the same, 
or take any action in relation thereto. 


6. BY PETITION: ''That the Town of Surry vote to accept the 
road named Hallwood Drive located in Hallwood subdivision on the 
Pond Road in Surry put in at T RA specifications as required by the 
Town of Surry, the length of Hallwood Drive being 1500 feet; or take 
any action in relation thereto. "' 


7. BY PETITION: ''To see if the Town will vote to have all dogs 
restrained or kept on their own property, or a leash. Except hunting 
dogs that are under the owners control and supervision, this to become 
effective March 7th 1973 or take any action in relation thereto."! 


8. To see if the town of Surry will vote to amend the Town Zoning 
Ordinances as follows: 


I. Amend Section 1-(2) by striking out and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: ''No dwelling shall be erected or placed 
upon a lot in the Town of Surry unless the lot has.a frontage of 
at least 150 feet on a public highway or public right of way anda 
depth of at least 200 feet. No building requiring sewage disposal 
shall be erected or placed on a lot of less than one (1) acre, un- 
less such lot shall have been a tract of record as of January l, 
1973, or on less than such additional area as may be necessary 
so as to accomodate an approval sewage disposal system and such 
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lot shall be appropriate in all respects to the uses for which it is 
intended. "' 


Il. Amend Section 1-(4) by adding the following sentence: 
"This permit shall be void unless work has been started within 
one year from date of issuance of the permit, '' 


III. Amend Section 6-(1) by transferring it to 5-(6), striking 
it out and inserting in lieu thereof the following: ''The Board of 
Selectmen may order the owner of any hazardous building within 
the town limits to correct the hazardous conditions of such build- 
ing or to raze or remove the same, under the authority of Chapter 
155-B RSA. All proceedings shall be in accordance with this 
chapter. '' 


IV. Amend Section 8 by striking it out and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: ''Whoever violates any of the provisions of 
the Ordinance shall, upon conviction thereof, be punished by a 
fine not exceeding fifty (50) dollars for each day of such violation. "' 


9. To take up any other business that may legally come before 
said meeting.

ANNUAL REPORT TO TOWNS 


This Agency has had another successful year serving the towns 
of Surry, Gilsum, Marlow, Stoddard and Sullivan. We are grateful 
to all of the towns people who have supported the Agency both with tax 
dollars and contributions to our membership drive. Also many have 
helped by serving on the Board, on committees, in membership drives, 
assisting at the clinics and providing transportation. 


The Child Health Conference begun in November 1971 has con- 
tinued this year and has provided health supervision and immunizations 
for thirty children in twenty-one families. 


This fall a new family health discussion group was started in 
conjunction with the Child Health Conference. This is open to all 
parents who wish to participate regardless of economic status. Topics 
which have been discussed are Recognizing Illness and When to Calla 
Doctor, Family Nutrition and Infant Feeding, and Care and Safety of 
Children. 


Another new service this year is that of a licensed practical 
nurse. Mr. Paul Rocheleau of Keene is under contract with the 
Agency to make home visits for skilled nursing which requires a man. 


Miss Adelaide Berdeen is still available for home visits for 
physical therapy.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


This was the second year of the Surry Conservation Commis - 
sion. Members spoke at Surry Grange 156, and Surry Parent's Club 
and attended a Zoning Board hearing to make recommendations. 
Several members went to a Regional Conference on Environment in 
meene. 


Thirty-five to forty people attended the program put on by the 
Conservation Commission at the Town Hall. The program consisted 
of films on environment and talks by commissioners on forestry, 
wild life, environmental education, and household hints on conserva- 
tion. A question and answer period concluded the evening. 


During the year, the Conservation Commission has answered 
numerous questions about state laws pertaining to conservation. One 
of these led to an investigation of the herbicide used along town roads. 
The one used in Surry was found to be safe according to standards set 
by the N. H. State Pesticide Board. 


The Commission now has some interesting aerial photographs 
of the wetlands at the north end of Surry Lake. The N. H. Fish & 
Game Department has been asked to re-stock Surry Lake with bass. 


Through the efforts of Selectman Davey E. Nadeau, the town 
received a donation of black walnut trees. Some were given to the 
elementary school and planted by the children on school grounds. 
Others were planted on the village green with spruce trees and rose 
bushes. They seem to be growing well. 


This fall, several members cut and stacked the brush in 
Wright Grove. 


Two members, Chapin Tracy and Harold Kendall, resigned this 
year and one new member, Elliott Keach, was named.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden and District Chief 


In New Hampshire, forest fire control is a cooperative State-town 
program. The Town Forest Fire Warden, appointed by the Director, 
Division of Resources Development upon recommendation of the Select- 
men and the State’s Division Forest Fire Chief is responsible for fire 
suppression and other related duties. The State shares equally with the 
town in the cost of most forest fires, except illegal and careless fires, 
which are charged to the responsible party. The State further provides 
fire detection services, prevention programs, fire training for town 
wardens and crews, and back up equipment for fire suppression. 


By authority of the State, the Town Forest Fire Warden controls 
all outside burning in his town except backyard cooking fires. Any per- 
son wishing to kindle a fire when the ground is not covered with snow 
must obtain a fire permit, free of cost, from the Town Forest Fire 
Warden. No permits will be issued for fires between 9:00 A.M. and 
5:00 P.M. unless it is raining, except for commercial purposes. 


Please be careful when using fire, remember it can be an extremely 
useful tool when under control but once allowed to run wild it can be- 
come a disastrous and devastating force. Only you can prevent a forest 
fire.
